Oo., Bankers, of New York, Philadelphia, and

Pacific Railway, head-centres of the syndicates 
for the sale of Government bonds, promoters of 
life insurance companies, issuers of foreign 
letters of credit, etc., ete., etc. A tremendous 
panic ensued in Wall street, and stocks fell from _

Prudent business men hsve predicted for 
years that Jay Cooke & Co. would fail. Their 
enterprises were so daring, their scrupulousness 
eo doubtful, their ligbilities so large, their exte- | 
rior 80 glittering, that smong the really heavy 
men of the country there has long been a belief 
that sooner or later the firm would go to ever- 
lasting smash. Nevertheless, their actual sus- 
pension when announced yesterday was a sur- 
prise.

Whatever may have been the original 
expectations of Jay Cooke concerning the North- 
ern Pacific, he has failed to obtain any subsidy 
from the Government other than the land-grant, 
or any help from Europe except perhaps in the 
way of loans on the hypothecation of bonds. The 
sales of land have been the only source of reve- 
nue with which to meet the interest, and it is 
probable that the firm has been attempting 
to carry the unselfi bonds, and to keep them 
at-par, in order to go on with the building of the 
road. Tiis, of itself, was sufficient to swamp 
any single firm, without the additional weight of

The firm of Jay Cooke & Co. originated in Co- 
tumbus, Ohio. It received its consequence in 
the early years Of the War as agent of the Gov- 
ernment under Secretary Chase for the sale of 
public securities. Under Secretaries McOulloch 
and Boutwell, this confidence was continued. Mr, 
McOulloch, after his retirement from offjce, be-

‘WARNINGS OF THE WEST-SIDE FIRE. 
From one point of view, Wednesday's fire 
might be regarded as a benefit to Chicago. The 
aggregate loss was emall, though it was unfor- 
distributed among a class of people 


it cannot be denied that the welfare of Chi- 
cago depends upon the ultimate destruction of 
just such buildings as those destroyed day be- 
fore yesterday. It is essential to the protection 
of the city from a repetition of the disaster of 


‘two years ago that the large and numerous dis- 


tricts of frame houses shall be got rid of, and 
itis probably through the ordeal by 
fre that this will in the end be aco 
complished, So long as the western and 
southwestern portions of the city consist largely 
of wooden buildings, and the prevailing winds 
of Chicago are from the same directions, the 
more valuable districts are in constant peril. 
Every fire, therefore, which thins out a consid- 
ersble portion of this vast tinder-box must be 
considered in the light of a benefit to the city at 
large. The community, in ite governing capaci- 
ty, may not lay hands upon individual property 
and pull it down, nor apply the brand to it, 
even though it be s constant danger, but 
when « destroying element comes unbidden 
we have the right to be thankful that it has pre- 
pared the way for s better class of buildings, 
and has renewed warning which cannot be im- 
pressed too vividly upon the people. This is 
precisely what the Halsted street fire has done. 
It has suggested serious defects in the present 
fire-ordinance. The fire originated in a shed 
where hay was stored. A spark from « passing 
locomotive ignited the hay and started a con- 
flagration which might easily have extended as 
far as the great fire of 1871. It was not the first 
time that @ fire had been started in the 
ent conflagrations, originating in the same 
luck. Yet the warnings were not sufficient, 
The fact is that there should have been no shed 
and no hay at that place. The fire-ordinance 
should have prohibited it, and the police should 
have enforced the prohibition. The fire-ordi- 
nance does prohibit the depositing of hay, straw, 
or other combustible substance within 100 feet 
of any dwelling-house, barn, stable, or outhouse, 
but here it was allowed to remain within easy 
range of flying sparks from railroad locomotives 
incessantly running by the side of it, Two pre- 
vious but unimportant ignitions were not 
enough to induce the authorities to enforce its

THE BOGUS-DIPLOMA BUSINESS. 
Advices which we have received from Phila- 
delphia show that the scandalous practice of 
peddling bogus diplomas of the “ American 
University,” which it was supposed had been 
stopped a year ago, has broken out again in 
Europe, and in a more scandalous form than 
ever. The disclosures made concerning the op- 
erations of the European agents of this Univer- 
sity are astounding, and are calculated to do 
great harm, not only to the City of Philadelphia, 
but to the whole country. Among other 
defhia with reference to this matter is one 
from Dr. 8. E. J. Metzger, who writes that, 
while visiting the Vienna Exposition, he saw ad- 
vertisements of the College in various German 
papers, stating that one Dr. B. F. A. Vander- 
voyer, LL. D., 46 King street, Jersey, England, 
was the del/gated agent of the University to 
procure diplomas in absentia, or in the absence 
both of college and student, as well as of quali- 
fieation and examination. Dr. Metager also ob- 
tained a correspondence which had passed 
between this English agent and one Moritz 
Turkheim, of Hamburg, in which the former 
stated that he was the accredited agent 
to procure degrees or diplomas for applicants at 
the rate of $120 each. Unwilling to obtain s 
diploma in that manner, he did not reply to the 
letter, but shortly aftewards received » pros- 
pectus of the College from Vandervoyer. This 
prospectus, which had been very elaborately 
prepared, locates the College at 514 Pine street, 
Philadelphia, and states that its objects are to 
educate students and to confer degrees of medi- 
cine and surgery, as well as honorary degrees 
and titles. A list of from thirty to forty 
Professors is then given, and following 
this is the course of study, which 
embraces ali that is usually taught in first-class 
colleges. The College building is represented to 
be an elegant edifice, capable of accommodating 
800 students, and having all the latest improve- 
ments in apperatus and other appliances, and, as 
® further inducement to catch the unwary and 
attract the unprincipled, it is stated that many 
of the most celebrated men of this country, in- 
cluding members of Congress, authors, scientists, 
clergymen, and others are graduates of the Uni- 
versity. The principles are stated to be eclectic, 
and the system is known as the American 
system of medical science. It claims 
admittance to the clinics in all of the hospitals 
of Philadelphia, and the most complete museum 
and dissecting-room in the country. Dr. Buchan- 
an, the President of the institution, is said to 
be the author of all the standard works used in 
the colleges and hospitals of the United States. 
The prospectus closes as follows: “It is very 
important for those persons in Europe, who wish 
to be promoted to any degree by thig University, 
without being personally present, to take notice 
that they have to send their applications to 
B. F. A. Vandervoyer, Doctor ot Surgery, Jersey, 
England.” ge 
This correspondence Dr. Metzger recently for- 
warded to Prof. Rogers, of the University of 
Pennsylvania, with which institution the 
diploma-peddlers have purposely confounded 
their bogus affair, stating in connection with it 
that he had seen several persons who have hon- 
orary degrees with Buchanan's signature, and 
an attesta.ion from the German Consul in Phila- 
delphia attached thereto. Many of the 
German Professors and other eminent 
men have expressed their astonishment 
that such things are allowed in this country 
Many of them had been led to believe that it 
was the University of Pennsylvania which had 
been engaged in this business, and the result 
has been that this University has suffered greatly 
in public esteem in Europe. After a consulta- 
tion with Minister Jay, ‘at Vienna, it was deter- 
mined to forward the correspondence in ques- 
tion and a statement of the facts to Prof. Rog- 
ers, and he in turn has communicated them to 
the Mayor of Philadelphia and Gov, Hartranft, 
A year ago, the authorities of Philadelphia | 
undertook to suppress this scandalous practice, 
and it was generally supposed they had suc- 
ceeded.
